Every officer, agent, teller, or 
clerk of any bank, and every Individual 
banker, or agent, teller, or clerk of any Indiv­ 
idual banker, who receives any deposits 
knowing that such bank, or association, or 
banker, is insolvent, is guilty of a felony. 
And any officer or employe of any banking 
corporation, who borrows, directly or indi­ 
rectly, any of the money, tunds.or property 
of such corporation, whether upon sufficient 
security or otherwise, is guilty of a felony. 


R a i n in sheets and chunks in this 
city on Sunday night.

W i t h i n a very short tim e Messrs. 
G o o d a l l , N e l s o n & P e r k i n s have 
lost three of their coast lino steamers. 
The Ventura went upon the rocks and 
was lost; the Pacific was ruu into and 
sunk, and now we have to record the 
beaching aud loss of the Kalorama. 
It is but justice to the company own­ 
ing these steamers to say that none i 
them were lost through being weak 
or unseaworthy vessels. 
The rocks on 
which the Ventura went to pieces 
would have destroyed the best vessel 
in the W’orld. 
The crash that tore 
open the bow of the Pacific would 
have sunk any ordinary steamer, and 
the beaching of the Kalorama was one 
of those accidents that cause the loss 
of the best of vessels. 
The company 
have had a scries of misfortunes which 
could not he foreseen and guarded 
against, and which would have de­ 
stroyed the best steamers alloaf. 


Burglary. 


Two safes were opened Sunday night 
ii. this city. This thing is getting to 
be 
monotonous and 
ought to 
he 
stopped. This is the second time they 
have gone through Mr. N l w m a h k ’ s 
within a month. 
It is an easy mat­ 
ter to stop this thing. 
There are at 
least a hundred men in this city una­ 
ble to present to a court satisfactory 
evidence as to how they make their 
living. 
If the authorities will have 
all 
these suspicious characters ar­ 
rested and make them show how they 
make their living, and if not satisfac­ 
tory give them twenty-four hours to 
leave the county or put them in the 
chain gang, burglary will be stopped. 
There is a law to do this, and if it is 
not put in force We shall blame the 
city authorities for all future bur­ 
glaries. 


A Heavy Blow. 


Here are a few facts of vital import­ 
ance to the people of Los Angeles and 
of all Southern California: 
If the L e­ 
gislature converts into law what is 
known as the A r c h e r freights and 
fares bill, no railroad south of San 
Francisco can bo operated without 
heavy loss to its owners, and not an­ 
other foot of railroad w ill be built in 
this State, w hile the law remains on 
the Statutes. 
W e venture the asser­ 
tion based on our knowledge of the 
facts, that should the bill become law 
w ithin twenty-four hours after it re­ 
ceives the signature of the Governor, 
every construction hand on the South­ 
ern Pacific railroad will be discharged 
and all work on the gap between this 
city and San Francisco and on the 
Southern Pacific East of San Gorgo- 
nio Pass, w ill cease. 
The law will 
render the roads noV built inoperative 
and no company can afford to build 
roads from the use of which they are 
estopped by Legislative enactment. 
Under the provision of ¡the A r c h e r 
bill not a single train can be run over 
our roads w ithout positive loss to the 
company owning them. 
If any one 
doubts this they have but to take the 
bill and compare its rates with tilt* mini 
ber of passengers, and the amount of 
freight passing over one of the roads 
within a given period, and satisfy 
themselves of the correctness of our 
statement. 
How severe the blow the 
passage of this bill will strike South­ 
ern California, all can 
understand. 
Under the alm ost certainty of being 
connected with San Francisco by con­ 
tinuous rail, property in this city and 
county 
has 
steadily advanced for 
months past, and a through 
roal 
would giv cit a still more rapid upward 
tendency. 
Let the announcement go 
fortli, as it certainly w ill if this bill 
becomes a law, that road building has 
stopped and the day wheu the road is 
completed between this city and San 
Francisco is far in the future, and 
mark the ies.u.1. 
Real estate will de­ 
preciate to an alarm ing extent. 
A 
blight will fall on the 
trade and 
commerce of the whole Southern part 
of the State, and we shall lapse int.» 
tiie apathy that prevailed before the 
era of prosperity which came in with 
tlie beginning of railroad building. 
The tide of immigration po 
ing in 
upon us will be checked and that in­ 
crease in wealth and numbers which 
we now regard with so much :• 
isfuc- 
tiou, will be checked, and i i time 
stopped altogether. 
The rapid devel­ 
opment »>t 
i v s t and varied resour­ 
ces v a no longer attract the attention 
of the entire coast, And that basis of a 
country’spermanent prosperity—agí i- 
culture—will receive a check that wiii, 
thrbugh increased taxation and a de­ 
creased market, so 
discourage the 
farmer that in place of adding to the 
number, we shall soon see those al­ 
ready here seeking hom es elsewhere. 
In truth, no more disastrous blow 
could be struck at the interests of the 
Southern half of the State than the 
passage of a bill such as that intro­ 
duced by A r c h e r , which will render 
inoperative the railroads already built 
and compel discontinuance of work on 
those in course of construction.

Money is plenty when we 
have it and we manage to subsist 
when it is gone. 
Every Californian 
is a M ic a w b e r , waiting for something 
to turn up or spending a windfall that 
has turned up. 
A change must come 
over the spirit of our dream but it will 
never come over that of old Califor­ 
nians. 
Ho will always dream of nug­ 
gets though lie lives on the hospitali­ 
ty of the free lunch vender. We could 
dispel the mist of hard t ines that has 
settled us. 
If we saved 
more and 
worked more our necessities woul 1 he 
fewer and our earnings greater. 
But 
we are a stranger to the effort. 
It is a 
demand to which we cannot respond 
and the probability is that hard times 
will not materially change the habits 
or customs of our people.

Safe R o b be rs . 


Sunday night during the heavy rain 
storm was a gala time for burglars and 
the safe operators made a small hit on 
IF. Newm ark A Co.’s and Judd &. Co.’s 
safes. 
It is supposed that they were 
the same operators that went through 
Newm ark’s safe several weeks ago and 
their labor was as fruitless as on the 
former occasion. The entrance was af­ 
fected at the back door in the same 
place as at the former visit,by cutting 
the bricks and reaching through the 
hole and raising tlie iron bar which 
holds the door. 
A hole was cut in the 
top of th e safe and a little money 
scooped out, blit only a very small 
amount was on hand. The clock stop­ 
ped at 2:20,indicating that as the time 
of the work, 
i he burglars obtained 
the sledge hammer, chisels, &c., with 
which the work was done, out of the 
stock in the stop®, and the same tools 
made the hole in the wall which 
admitted them into Judd & Co’s store 
next door. 
Here they cut a hole in 
the safe and obtained three dollars for 
their trouble. 
The darkest hour was 
undoubtedly selected, when the wind 
was howling, aud there was no trouble 
in breaking into the safes after an en­ 
trance was affected into the stores. 
This being the second robbery of N ew ­ 
mark & Co’s safe it m ay interest the 
burglars to know that the firm deposit 
their money every evening in Bank.

We are indebted to Mr. 11. II. llar- 
mon of Santa Ana for i peni.-al of 
some rare old document-: of revolu­ 
tionary times, several of which have 
never before teen presented t<> die 
public. 
They are of two-fold inti rest 
in this centennial year 
w hen wo 
eagerly grasp every reminiscence and 
leaf of history relating m that “ lime 
that tried m en’s souls,’’ a hundred 
years ago. 
A letter written by the 
band of George Washington, which 
comes down to us worn and discolored 
by the hand of time, challenges our 
most profound veneration. 
A s we re­ 
vere the name and m em ory of the 
Father of his Country, so will we re­ 
gard 
with 
profound 
interest 
the 
slightest memento which he has left 
behind him. 
These papers arc the 
property of W illiam Green, of Sania 
Ana. a great-grandson <»t 
Ge n e r a l 
Green, the Revolutionary hero. Their 
genuineness cannot he doubted by 
anybody who sees them. 
Mr. Creen 
follows sheep-herding for a livelihood, 
l l e i s i n humble circumstances, with a 
large family dependent upon him,and 
it is said that ho is somewhat db-ipu- 
ted. This illustrates a peculiar phase 
of American life, wherein a man is de­ 
pendent upon his own exertions for his 
standing in the world, and where 
wealth 
and distinction seldom run 
through two successive generations in 
the 
saíne family. 
Owing to his 
straitened circumstances Mr. Green 
proposes to Soil these family heir­ 
looms, and he has placed them in the 
hands of Mr. llanunn for that pur­ 
pose. 
It is to lie hoped that they will 
be purchased by some person who is 
able to give a batídseme price for them 
and who will then donate them to our 
Library, or some other public institu­ 
tion, or forward them to the Centen­ 
nial. 
Such a “degenerate son of illus­ 
trious sire” is unworthy of their pos­ 
session. 
His family pride should in­ 
duce him to hold them as a heritage 
for his descendants, even though lie 
should sutler self-denial, ' and even 
hunger and cold by so doing.

The body (hen went into 
secret session and we hear no more of 
their transactions until the close of the 
session. Bancrorftsays,“know ingtha' 
a now parliament must soon he chosen, 
they expressed the trust that the iinit- 
i'd efforts of North America would 
I carry such conviction to the British 
I nation of the unjustaml ruinous policy 
j of the present administration, as quick 
iy to introduce better men and wiser 
measures. 
To this end they ordered 
their own resolutions toget her with t he 
letters from 
Suffolk county to be 
prided. ” 
This explains the existence of the 
document which we have referred to 
AMMUNITION AND ARMS. 
The next in order is a printed reso­ 
lution of C on gress, hearing datcof July 
15th, 1775, of which the following is a 
copy: 
IN CONGRESS, 
Saturday, July 15, 1775. 


W h e r e a s the Government of Great 
Britain hath prohibited the Exporta­ 
tion of a r m s a n d a m m u n it io n to any 
of the Plantations and endeavored to 
prevent other Nations from fupplying 
us, 
Resolved, That, for the better fttr- 
nifliing thofe colonies with the neces­ 
sary’ means of defending their Rights, 
i very veil'd importing Gun, Powder, 
Salt-Petre, 
Sulphur, provided they 
bring with the Sulplier four times as 
much Salt-Petre, Brafs Field-Pieces, 
or good Mufkots lilted with Bayonets, 
w ithin N ine months from the Date or 
this Refolution, fiiall be permitted to 
load and export the Produce of thefe 
colonies, to the value*of fueh Powder 
and Stores aforefaid, the No-Expor­ 
tation Agreement 
notwithstanding;

A true copy from the Matules.

Again Bancroft says: There was no 
way of obtaining munitions of war but 
by th rowing open the ports and inviting 
commerce, especially with French ami 
Dutch colonies, yet the last act of Con­ 
gress, before its adjournment, was the 
renewal of the agreement, neither di­ 
rectly or indirectly to export any mer­ 
chandise or commodity whatever to 
Great Britain, Ireland or to the British 
or even to the foreign, West Indies. 
From this paper it would seem that 
Bancroft was partially in error as Con­ 
gress hud made this special exception 
for the importation «of arms ami am ­ 
munition.

and Events so as to bring about his

INSTRUCTIONS TO GEN. WASHINGTON. 
The original draft of resolutions 
passed by Congress Dec. 27tli, 1776, 
appears with the signature of John 
Hancock, President, in 
the 
same 
handwriting as the former document. 
We m ake a few extracts: 
Resolved, That General W ashington 
lie empowered to use every endeavor, 
by g iv in g bounties and otherwise, to 
prevail upon the troops whose time of 
enlistm ent shall expire at the end of 
the month to stay with the army so 
long after that period as the situation 
shall render their stay necessary. 


Resolved, That General W ashington 
shall lie and is hereby vested with 
full, ample and complete power to 
raise and collect togetner in the most 
speedy and effectual manner,from auy 
or ¡ill these United States, sixteen ba- 
tullions of infantry, in addition to 
those already voted by Congress; to 
appoint officers for the samo batal- 
lions; to raise officers and equip three 
thousand light horse; three regiments 
of artillery and a corps of engineers, 
and establish their pay; to apply to 
any of the States for such aid of the 
ini ii Lia as heTshall judge necessary; to 
form such magazines of provisions, 
and in such places, as he snail think 
proper; to displace and appoint all of­ 
ficers under the rank of Brigadier 
General, and to fill up all vacancies in 
every other department of the Ameri 
can armies; to take, wherever he m ay 
he, whatever he may w ant for the use 
of t lie army, if the inhabitants will 
not sell it, allowing a reasonable price 
for the same; 
to arrest and confine 
persons who refuse to take tho Conti­ 
nental currency, or are otherwise dis­ 
affected to tho American cause, and 
return to the States of which they are 
citizens their names and the nature of 
their offenses, together with witnesses 
to prove them . 
R esolved , That the foregoing pow­ 
ers be bestowed on General W ashing­ 
ton for and during the term of six 
m onths from the date hereof, unless 
sooner deteimined by Congress. 
Resolved , That the Council of Safety 
for Pennsylvania be requested to take 
the most speedy and vigorous meas­ 
ures for punishing all such as shall 
refuse Continental currency, and that 
the General be directed to give all 


necessary aid to the Council of Safety 
for conveying their measures on the 
subject into effectual execution.

The good consequences that will cer­ 
tainly result from such an expedition, 
if attended with success, are too obvi­ 
ous to escape your notice, and lead me 
t't hope for a ready compliance with 
the requisition, if it shall appear after 
due consideration had of all circum­ 
stances that the enterpeize would have 
a fortunate and favourable issue.

LETTER OF RUTLEDGE. 


C i i a ’s T o w n , May 23d, 1777. 
S i r : i am favoured with yours of 
the 15th instant.

tempted when in all Probability it 
m ight have been effected; But, I eon- 
cieve that a Variety of circumstances 
sh’il lie well weighed, before such an 
Expedition is resolved upon and that 
it ought not to be undertaken without 
an adequate force and at a proper sea­ 
son. 
It does not appear to me that 
your Troops and those w hich could be 
spared from this State, w ithout leav­ 
ing our capital too much exposed, are 
such a force, and if they were, the ap­ 
proaching inclement weather would, 
in m y opinion, b ean insurmountable 
objection to (he Enterprizes. 
1 can­ 
not therefore agree to co-operate in a 
measure which, 1 fear, would termi­ 
nate only in the death of som e brave 
men.

These, sir, will he m eas­ 
ures necessary to be pursued for the 
protection of your Southern Frontier, 
and several other matters of impor- 
iance to your interest and safety,shall 
bo the subject of another letter,which, 
in a day or two, I shall take the Lib­ 
erty to trouble you with; and in the 
mean time I beg of you, sir, and of the 
Honorable, the Council and Assembly 
in your State, to believe tbat I have 
no wish more ardent than to have it 
in m y Power to contribute to your 
Happiness and Security.

Two lawyers had a tiff at each other 
in the District Court yesterday over a 
five thousand dollar fee. 
It is pleas­

gettiug others by tlie ears sometimes 
getting caught by the ears themselves. 


Adam Magee, the agent and corres­ 
pondent of the Golden E ra, is in town 
and ready to take subscriptions or ad­ 
vertisements for the oldest literary 
paper on this coast. 
Adam is a good

tution. 
Captain Kraszyuski has a fine shot- 
giln at Grebe’s saloon, which he pro­ 
poses to raffle.

Among other places of business that 
were invaded by waters was Rebin- 
son’s Palace Shaving Saloon. By 10 
o’clock however lie was administering 
to the wants of his customers as 
though nothing had happened, and 
will still continue the shave for fifteen 
cents. 
Some water ditches broke over their 
boundaries and ran down San Pedro 
street at a furious rate during the 
heavy rain Sunday night. Don Mateo 
K eller’s cellar under the warehouse 
was flooded, am lsom e of his fine wine 
was considerably jostled about. One 
of the engines went down yesterday 
m orning and pumped the place dry, 
when it was found that no very seri­ 
ous damage had been done. 
The 
Railroad House, farther down the 
street, was also flooded, and Stanslield, 
the proprietor,was compelled lo move 
out. 
, 
The passengers from San Francisco 
overland had a stormy time getting 
down to Los Angeles yesterday. Sun­ 
day night they were compelled to lay 
over at Andrew Station, above the 
Tunnel, and the house being full, they 
amused themselves mostly by sitting 
up all night and listening to the pour­ 
ing rian. 
At 9 o’clock yesterday 
m orning they reached the Tunnel and 
got aboard the train. A t a point four 
miles below San Fernando they found 
t Do track badly undermined and were 
compelled to put back for materials to 
repair the damage. 
By the time this 
part of the road had been made pass­ 
ive, and they bad gone a mile or so 
further, other worse breaks were found 
and the attem pt to bring the train 
down was abandoned. The passengers 
and mails were then transferred to 
two hand cars and brought tothecity. 
It is said that the road-bed is honey­ 
combed all of the way and will need 
an im m en se am ount of re p a ir. 


The Rain Storm. 


The storm Sunday night was one 
of llie heaviest of the W inter, Ducom- 
m tm ’s gauge indicating 3.95 inches as 
the fall. 
At an early hour in the eve­ 
ning (lie water commenced tailing, 
and continued unceasingly ail night, 
doing much damage in various por­ 
tions of the city. Owing to the ob­ 
structions in the water courses and 
zaujas many were overflowed or burst, 
and parts of Alam eda street and Aliso 
street were Hooded. 
W ashes are re­ 
ported on the Southern Pacific road 
and its branches, sadly interfering 
with travel. The greatest damage was 
apparent on Alameda street, near the 
depot. 
The warehouse of S. Levy, 
now in the Sheriff’s hands, had about 
six 
feet 
of 
water 
in 
it, 
to­ 
tally ruining the wecvilled grain 
stored 
there. 
Mr. Keller’s 
wine 
depot had four feet in the store and 
about six in the warehouse, while the 
cellar under the house was full to the 
floor. 
W hole tiers of wine casks wore 
floated from theii* place in the ware­ 
house, but we believe no damage was 
done. A t the Railroad House, oppo­ 
site the railroad depot, the water came 
in so fast, that a t an early hour this 
morning Mr. Stansfield, the propriet­ 
or, moved his furniture out and took 
tem porary refuge in a house op­ 
posite. 
The lirst floors of the hotel 
are now covered with mud and slush, 
but the water lias subsided. 
All day 
the engines have been busy pumping 
tho water from Levy’s warehouse and 
Keller’s cellars, and we hope by to­ 
morrow to report the work as comple­ 
ted. So far we have heard of no de­ 
struction to life, but would not be sur­ 
prised to receive such news at any mo­ 
ment, as sheep and cattle were swept 
away and drowned. It would seem to 
be an urgent necessity that our city 
officials see th at these zanjas and 
water channels are kept in such con­ 
dition th a t the water m ay be carried 
off. No obstructions should be al­ 
lowed under anv circumstances.

Every dealer is responsible th at all 
Cigars and Tobacco offered, or exposed 
for sale are properly boxed, stamped 
and branded, and stamps cancelled. 
That all stamps are effaced, thorough­ 
ly destroyed, from em pty Cigar and 
Tobacco boxes. 
That all liquors arc stamped, m ark ­ 
ed, and branded as required by law. 
That the stamps, marks and brands 
are effaced from 
em pty 
packages 
which have contained distilled spirits. 
It is a penal offence for any person 
to engage as dealer without license, 
or to have in possession an empty 
package which lias contained distilled 
spirits upon which the marks, brands, 
and stamps are not effaced, or to have 
in possession an empty Cigar or To­ 
bacco box on which tiie stam p is not 
effaced. Breaking the stamp by open­ 
ing the lid of a Cigar box is not suffi­ 
cient. The stamp must be thoroughly 
destroyed. 
All proprietary article?! Matches, 
Bank cheeks, etc., must be properly 
stamped, and checks cancelled. 
It is determined that these provis­ 
ions of the law shall be «rigidly en­ 
forced.
